To-dav. in the Guildhall Art Gallery, 
London, the Royal Drawing Society opens its 
forty-first annual exhibition. This is deser- 
vedly one of the most popular exhibitions of 
the vear, the works shown being by artists 
who. with few exceptions, are under twenty 
years of age. Competitors over twenty years 
of age are judged in a different class as over 
school age; only those who have previously 
contributed to the Annual Exhibition are 
eligible to compete in. this section. About 
4,000 sheets, comprising 10,000 drawings, 
have been entered, and in the opinion of the 
judges the average standard is the highest 
vet attained, All those gaining: prizes and 
medals, and as many as possible of the Ist 
class commended sheets, have been hung, 
while the remainder are available jfor.,in- 
spection.

| Hawking-in Ireland. 


About the middle of the last century an 
attempt was made to revive the ancient 
sport of hawking in the South of Ireland. 
In the old days “ bold knights and 
palfrey’'d dames’’ followed the noble 
falcon over moor and common in pursuit 
of the heron ; but the hawking which now 
took place was magpie-hawking, an 
amusement as exciting as, and rather more 
noisy than, the sport in the days of 
chivalry. A well-known English authority 
on this sport visited County Cork, and 
brought with him several casts of well- 
trained hawks. He was accompanied by 
his falconer and the cadger, bearing the 
cadge, or wooden. frame to which the 
hawks are attached by their jesses, 

The sport always commenced with the 
selection of an open country without 
trees, and as soon as a magpie was 
descried a hawk was transferred from the 
cadge to the wrist of the falconer. un- 
hooded and cast off. The hawk soared 
aloft, and remained circling till the quarry 
was forced to take wing, and try the 
chance of’ flight. The magpie tried to 
make up in cunning for what it lacked 
In speed and strength; but its efforts to 
escape generally proved futile: the hawk 
nailed its prey.

Potomac Fisheries. 


The tidal river, Potomac, is famous for 
its fish—herring. shad, terrapin and 
oysters. In the yoar 1607, the explorer, 
Captain John Smith, sailed on this river, 
and it was on his chart that the name first 
appeared, The first fish story of this 
region was told by one of his party :— 
‘We found that abundance of fish, 
lying so thicke, with their heads above 
the water, that. for want we 
attempted to catch them with a frying- 
pan, but we found it a bad instrument to 
catch fish with.

The Rev. Fletcher Sheridan Le Fanu has 
just retired from the position that he filled 
for thirty years as Vicar of the Church of 
St. John the Evangelist, Sandymount, 
Dublin. 

At the conclusion of the Service at which 
he preached his farewell sermon the congrega- 
tion gathered in the Church Hall, and Mr. 
Butler Kearney, on bebalf of the congregation 
and numerous other friends who were unable 
to be present, presented Mr. Le Fanu with 
a cheque and an illuminated book containing 
the names of the subscribers, and enclosed 
in a beautifully embroidered cover; the work 
of the Sisters of St. John’s Convent. 

The Vicar, in his reply, expressed his grief 
at having to give up the work that he loved 
so much, but which he felt he could no longer 
at his age do as efficiently as he could wish, 
No one. he said, could ever have more staunch 
or loyal support than he had always received, 
and the love and suppert of his congregation 
had never failed him. He rejoiced that in 
his new home in Bray he would still be 
within reach, and that he was not making 
a complete break with his old friends. 

The servers of the church presented him 
with a handsome framed photograph. of the 
church, and their spokesman expressed their 
satisfaction that, as Warden of. his Guilds, 
their beloved Vicar would still be accessible 
to them. 

Mr. Le Fanu thanked them, after which 
tea brought a very sociable gathering to a 
close. i 

Mr. Le Fanu graduated at. Dublin Univer- 
sity, where he took his arts degree and 
Divinity Testimoniom in 1883. He was made 
nn deacon in 1884 and priested in. 1885. In 
1884 he hecame curate of St. George’s Church, 
where he remained until the following year, 
when he was appointed incumbent of Lis- 
sadeli, Sligo, He became Vicar of St, John’s, 
etyeg Os in 1899. He was appointed 
Canon of Elphin in 1895. He is tlie son of the 
late W, R. Le Fanu, Commissioner of Public 
Works, and he married Miss Hoare, of County 
Tipperary, who died some years ago. Almost 
his. only recreation for his rare holidays 
during his long years of service to the church 
was fishing, which was a bobby also with 
other members of his family. 1e Le Fanu 
fly, well-known to anglers, was the invention 
of a. member of his family. .

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STAGE AND SCREEN - 
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Morality at the Gate Theatre 


THE GAIETY THEATRE. 
— 


There are reasons in plenty why ‘Za Vre 
Pariaenne " should draw aawiied audiences 
to the Gaiety Theatre this week. As Mr. 
Herbert Langley said in the course of a 
speech at the close of last night s presentation, 
it is as near as possible to an all-Irish pro- 
duction. The music is by Offenbach, but 
carefully selected and arranged by Mr. A. 
Davies Adam, who studied music at the 
Royal Irish Academy of Music; the lyrics are 
by Mr. A. P. Herbert, of Punch fame, 
and both these Irishmen are responsible for 
the clever libretto. Add to them Mr. 
Sheridan Gordon, a descendant of the great 
dramatist, who conducted the performance ; 
Mr Arthur Lucas, who sang the tenor ré/e, 
and who won his musical spurs at the Feis 
Ceoil, and a number of others referred to 
by Mr. Langley, and one felt some personal 
pride that so many [Irish persons . were 
associated with such a fine presentati@m. 

‘‘ La Vie Paristenne’”’ is a comic opera very 
typical of its period—about the sixties of the 
last century, when Victorianism had reached 
its zenith of respectability. The music 1s 
characteristic of Offenbach, and sirikes one 
forcibly in parts with its familiarity. The 
lay-out of the work is good, on the whole, 
though the continuity is rather disjointed in 
the second act, with its three drop scenes. 
The composer stops now and again as in the 
lovely duet in the first act. '' We Shall Grow 
Old,” and again in the glorious sextette m 
Act three to paint in exquisite bits of work. 
The singing of the sextette was one of the 
most effective pieces of work last night, and 
had to be repeated again and again, as much 
for the beauty of the music as for the sheer 
artistry of the singing. 

The libretto is based mainly on A. P. 
Herbert's book, and is rich in satire at the 
expense of the mid-Victorians, but the barbs 
are always tipped with humour, and are 
mainly delivered by the irrepressible Parisian 
dressmaker, Antoinette, though Julia Farqu- 
harson, daughter of the English family 
abroad, has many a sly dig at Victorian 
ways. The book pokes a deal of fun at the 
ways of the Englishman abroad—daily 
round of visits to museums and art galleries, 
and early to bed, with a copy of Baedeker 
clasped to his bosom—and concerns the ad- 
ventures of a typical English family in 
Paris, with an aspirant for the hand of the 
daughter, masquerading as a guide. There 
is ample opportunity for fon-making through- 
out, and a first-class company every 
available ounce out of the work. 

The honours of the night were well 
divided. Kathlyn Hilliard, who was making 
her debut to a Dublin audience, proved her- 
self not only the possesor of a very beautiful 
voice, but of outstanding paris as a 
comedienne. Her study of the Parisian 
modiste, with her quaint broken English, and 
French mannerisms and general vivacity, was 
as clever as one could conceive 

Mr. Herbert Langley when with the Carl 
Rosa Opera Company suggested more than 
once that he had a rich vein of humour, and 
it was not surprising to find him score so 
heavily last night in his playing of the part 
of the Victorian George Farquharson. Over 
and above his acting, one was always hearing 
his very rich, sonorous bass voice. There was 
keen interest in the appearance of Arthur 
Lucas, and he had quite an enthusiastic wel- 
come on his first entrance. He has now all 
the polish and savoir faire of the musical 
comedy leading man, and to everyone s joy 
his voice has taken on a richer and warmer 
quality with the passing of years. As he said 
at the close, it was ten years since he last 
appeared in Dublin, and, although he had had 
a successful time in England and Australia, 
nothing had pleased him more than the 
warmth of a ‘‘ real Dublin reception.’ He 
spoke feelingly of his first appearances at the 
Gaiety Theatre with the Rathmines and Rath- 
gar Musical Society. 

Others who deserved special mention were 
Kathleen Burgis as Julia Farquharson, 
Leonore Weeple as her mother, and hdward 
Roberts as Geoffrey Mainwaring. The opera 
was presented in the period dresses, and much 
merriment was created by the styles of the 
‘hoops ” of the ladies and the quaint attire 
of the men.

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CONFERENCE, 


PLENARY MEETING AT 
FOREIGN OFFICE. 
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BASIS OF PERMANENT 
FRIENDSHIP SOUGHT. 


———— 


The Anglo-Egyptian Conference opened 
in London yesterday with a formal plenary 
meeting in the arno Room at 
Foreign Office. This is an historic effort 
to devise a treaty which will meet the 
demands of Egyptian independence. 

Proposals which Mr. Henderson, the 
Foreign Secretary, declared to be the 
‘‘extrene limit” of’ British concession 
were published last August. 

Outstanding and difficult problems to 
be discussed by the Conference are the 
defence of the Suez Canal, the defence of 
Egypt against foreign aggression or inter- 
ference, the protection of foreign residents, 
the future political status of the Sudan, 
and the proposed withdrawal of the British 
garrison to the Canal zone. | 

The Wafdist leaders who constitute the 
personnel of the Egyptian delegation 
are :— 

MustapHa PasHa Nanas, the Prime 
Minister, who practised at the Bar until 
1904, when he was made a judge in the 
native courts—a position he hel for over 
fifteen years. He was Prime Minister for 
three months in 1928, and in his present 
term of office succeeded Mohammed Pasha 
Mahmoud, who was Dictator ; 

WILLIAM Makram Eserp, Minister of 
Finance, who is the only member of the 
delegation who speaks English ; 

Wassir Guatt Passa, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. He has held this office 
in two previous Cabinets, ani was one of 
a number of Wafd members actually con- 
demnéd to death. The sentence was com- 
muted to seven years’ imprisonment, of 
which only a few months were eventually 
served ; 

OsMAN MOHARREM Pasha, Minister for 
Public Works, who was formerly a Govern- 
ment official, and is a leading authority 
on irrigation questions. 

AT THE HEAD OF THE TABLE. 

Mr. Henderson, the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, sat the head of the 
great table, and at his ide was Mustapha 
Pasha Nahas, the Egyptian Prime 
Minister. Mr. Henderson was accom- 
panied by Mr. Tom Shaw, Secretary of 
State for War; Lord Thomson, the Air 
Minister, and Sir Robert Vansittart, of 
the Foreign Office. | 

On each side of the room sat the advisers 
of the delegations. Each Egyptian present 
wore morning dreas of the most faultless 
European model, but a touch of brightness 
was given by the native head-dress, the 
tarbusch. 

In welcoming the delegation, Mr. 
Henderson said they had come together to 
achieve a great purpose—firstly, to bring 
a contribution, and an important one, to 
strengthen the great organisation which 
was being built up by the nations to 
establish peace between the peoples of the 
world, the League of Nations; and, 
secondly, to seal by a treaty a friendship 
between two peoples whose interests were 
in so many respects identical. 

- I will not refer to past. failures to 
achieve the object we have in view. They 
are within the reeollection of all of us, 
and I think we can all agree as to the 
unfortunate consequences of those failures. 
They simply had the effect of retarding 
that accommodation which sentiment, 
reason and mutual interest all dictated as 
so essential for the welfare of the two 
peoples. I refuse to contemplate the possi- 
bilty of failure on this oecasion. I 
believe that that is the mood in which 
the Prime Minister of Egypt and his 
colleagues have come to discuss with us the 
position. Last August His Majesty’s 
Government made to the Egyptian people 
an offer inspired by feélings of the most 
friendly and most cenciliatory nature. 
That offer had been before the Egyptian 
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bé seven months. 

is Majesty s Government have been 
much gratified to observe that the spirit of 
friendship and good-will which prompted 
the offer has been unquestioned and has 
been reciprocated in Egypt. In par- 
ticular, have they noted the friendly 
declarations of the Prime Minister of 
Egypt. 

‘In the result of our labours I looked 
forward to seeing the relations of Great 
Britain and Egypt secured on a basis of 
permanent friendship and alliance. 

‘‘ Further, that Egypt should be enabled 
to play as a free and independent 
Sovereign State the part in the comity of 
nations which befits her ancient greatness 
and her modern progress.’’ 

Mr. Henderson added: “IT have the 
confident hope that our collaboration wilt 
be crowned with the success which the 
subject from its importance and far- 
reaching possibilities demands.”’ 

Mr. Henderson’s speech was translated 
by Sir Percy Lorraine, High Commis- 
sioner for Egypt. 


SPIRIT OF UNDERSTANDING. 

His Excellency Nahas Pasha, ‘the 
Egyptian Prime Minister, in reply, said 
that the marks of generous sympathy 
shown by the British Government em- 
phasised the spirit of understanding and 
conciliation which had prompted the 
British Government in making their pro- 
posals for an Anglo-Egyptian Treaty. 

‘Egypt has responded to the con- 
ciliatory intentions of the British Govern- 
ment. With an equal good-will, principle 
and practice she hás chosen to proclaim 
to her representatives her determination 
to reach a frank and loyal understanding 
with Great Britain. 

“We have come indeed as delegates of 
the Egyptian people to discuss the pro- 
posals which have beeh made to them to 
bring together and reconcile the respective 
points of view, to avoid any prospect of 
ambiguity or misunderstanding and to 
establish the relations of the two countries 


which alone constitute a solid foundation 
for another and honourable and lasting 
settlement. 

“ We feel convinced we shall succeed in 
our task and that an agreement satis- 
factery to both sides wil] be reached. 

" a failure of previous negotiations 
has in no way discouraged us. Inrideed, 
the desire manifested on Various occasions 
by our two peoples to come to an under- 
standing is in itself a sure proof of the 


| necessity for such understanding, which 


reason, sentiment and a mutual interést 
all dictate.”’ 

This speech was translated into English 
by the Egyptian Finance Minister. 
This brought the public part of the 
Conference to a close. 

The delegates then constituted them- 
selves in committee, and the discussions

From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CoRRESPONDENT. 

. W EST MIN STH i, Monday. 

The House of Commons showed a poo! 
attendance when the Speaker took the chair 
this afternoon. The question hour was ot 
little interest. 

The Gevernment were 
prised this afternoon when, on a motion for 
the suspension of the eleven o'clock rule. 
they found themselves in a minority of four. 
An. account of the scrap vote appears else- 
where. 

On the motion to go into Committee on the 
Civit’ Service Estimates, Major Colville 
moved: ‘* That this House regrets that the 
policy of the Government with regard to 
vonscieniious objectors is contrary to the 
spirit of the policy hitherto adopted by 
successive Governments since the war with 
regard to ex-Service men, and constitutes a 
reversal of such policy.’’ 

Broadiy speaking, he said, there were two 
classes of conscientious objectors in the 
Civil Service—v#iz., those who were unwilling 
to serve in the combatant forces but were 
willing to serve in other forms of war service, 
and those who declined to serve in any 
capacity whatsoever. The first class, number- 
ing 50, were reinstated in the Civil Service, 
with full privileges. The second class 
numbered 300, and of these 230 were re- 
established in ‘heir Civil Service posts, on 
the condition that their years of exemption 
from military service were not to count for 
pension or increments of salary and that they 
were not to be promoted over the heads of 
ex-Service men. The present Government had 
done away with those disabilities, and that 
at a time when the House was not sitting, 
and was not, therefore, in a position to 
protest against this action. They had broken 
faith with ex-Service men in order to further 
the interests of those who were found want- 
ing in the nation’s hour of need. 

THE GOVERNMENT DEFENDED. 

Mr. W. J. Brown defended the action of 
the Government. He submitted that, to say 
that men should be punished for acting in a 
way which was’pertectly legal. was wholly 
illogical and unjust. He sincerely hoped that 
the Government would not budge from the 
decision ‘they had taken. 

Mr. King ssley Griffith, Liberal member for 
Middlesboro’, expressed the opinion that ex- 
Service men, themselves, desired that the 
past should be forgotten, and that no un- 
necessary line of division should be drawn 
between them and conscientious objectors.

The Egyptian Conference. 


The Anglo-Egyptian Conference met | 
morning in the Locarno Room at 
Foreign Office. The decorative scene was 
sufficiently dignified to satisfy the mos 
exacting Eastern. Mr. Arthur Hende 
son, the Foreign Secretary, and Nab: 
Pasha, the Egyptian Prime Minister, sat 
side by side on two throne-like chairs 
covered with gilt and brocade, at the head 
of a long table. On either side of the 
table sat the leading members of the 
delegations. Mr. Henderson was accom 
panied by Mr. Shaw, Secretary for War; 
Lord Thomson, the Minister for Air, and 
Sir Robert Vansittart, of the Forcign 
Office, and Sir Percy Loraine. Opposite 
sat the Egyptian delegates, dressed in 
faultless morning clothes, but distin 
guished by the high-crowned crimson 
tarbush. Behind there were the manv 
advisers of the delegation, seated in two 
rows. Opposite—behind the Britis 
delegates—were two rows of Foreign Office 
officials. also remarkably well dh 
At one end of the room was a gathering 
of spectators. The proceedings w 
formal in character. Mr. Henderson and 
Nahas Pasha made speeches before

He agreed that Britain’s control 
of Egypt’s foreign policy should be miti- 
gated by Egypt’s membership of the 
League of Nations. He surrendered the 
protection of foreign residents in Egypt 
to the mercies of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment, and he undertook to establish in 
the Sudan a sort of condominium, which 
must be pregnant with trouble. Having 
thus consented to weaken England’s hold 
on Egypt at vital points, and having 
opened several doors to the intervention of

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NEPAL AND THIBET. 


DIPLOMATIC INCIDENT 
SETTLED. 


from Nepal received in 
London confirms previous reports to the 
effect that the diplomatic incident which 
led to strained relations between Nepal 
and Thibet has now been settled.

MR. SNOWDEN’S 


DIFFICULTY, 

The national accounts, says the Press 
Association’s Lobby Correspondent, sup- 
port the view that Mr. Snowden wil! have 
to find an additional sum of about 
£30,000,000 from ordinary revenue sources 
in his forthcoming Budget. He will intro- 
duce his Budget proposals in the House 
of Commons on Monday, April 14th.

THE COMPANY’S CLAIM. 

It is hoped that this arrangement will 
induce stock-owners to keep an adequate 
supply of the right class of animals avail- 
able, and it is suggested that, in addition 
to the 9 to 10 cwt. beast, provision should 
he made for a trade in animals weighing 
from 11 ewt. to 13 ewt.. This, I under- 
stand, is being considered by the promoters 
of the scheme. The aim of the company 
is to clear their working expenses between 
the price that they pay the farmer in 
what they receive from the public. By 
this method it is hoped. to effect a con- 
siderable reduction in the price of hoime- 
killed beef in. England. 

It is believed that the commercial 
profits will be derived from the by- 
products. As regards these, meat traders 
in several parts of England now sce their 
importance, and- are forming small com- 
panies to deal with them, but, with an 
abattoir run on national lines,. they can 
he handled with even greater efficiency. 


THE SITE OF THE ABATTOIR. 

This abattoir will be erected on the 
River Severn, near Gloucester, because the 
deep chaane! will enable cattle boats to vet 
well up the river. It is expected that 
the main supplies will come from Ire- 
land, and arrangements will be made to 
have the animals shipped direct from 
Dublin. Belfast, Cork and Waterford to 
the wharves of the abattoir. It is stated 
by cattle traders that stock transported 
in this way reach their destination in 
better condition and kill to more 
advantave than if sent by rail. 

When the idea of the abattoir was first 
mooted, someone asked why, as Ireland 
would be the main source of supply, the 
abattoir should not be erected in Ireland. 
This suggestion has been ruled out by the 
promoters because the beef could not then 
be sold as British-killed and receive the 
national mark. The main object of the 
company is to supply the population of 
Great. Britain with British-killed beef at

LAST YEAR’S FREE STATE 
SHIPMENTS. 

At the moment Ivish cattle sent to Enc- 
land and slaughtered there figure as 
British beef. most of it bearing the 
national mark, which it has been found so 
hard to get meat traders in Britain to 
adopt. Last year alone England imported 
from the Irish Free State alone 749,750 
head of cattle of an estimated value of 
£13,000,000. If this scheme goes through, 
it is anticipated that Irish stock-feeders 
will obtain a Jarger share of the trade. 
and will be induced to cater for it by the 
offer of fixed prices for beef of the right 
crade. 

During the next few weeks preliminary 
estimates for the erection of the factory 
will be available. It is known already 
that the cost of the abattoir premises 
alone, without plant or other equipment, 
will be approximately one million 
pounds. This is exclusive of the erection 
of tanneries, chemical manure -factories 
and similar concerns. It is intended that 
the concern shall be worked on the lines 
of the more famous continental abattoirs, 
such as La Villette in Paris. One effect 
of the’ scheme will be to bring about the 

isappearance of relatively small scale 
abattoirs. . 


SUPPLY AND DISTRIBUTION. 

At the moment it is understood that the 
promoters are concentrating on the 
question of supplies and distribution. 
Recognising the fact that the main source 
of supply will probably be Ireland, the 
promoters have been getting into touch 
with farmers, cattle traders and leaders of 
agricultural opinion. These -people have 
déxpressed the opinion that ample supplies 
from Ireland will be forthcoming if the 
company, with substantial interests behind 
it. is prepared to pay the Ivish farmer 
for reuring a better class beast. At present 
such encouragement is limited, as the 
market is most uncertain except during 
three wonths of the year. 

I learn that communications have been 
received by the promoters of this scheme 
that good supplies are likely to be obtained 
from Northern Ireland, as well as from

FOREIGN INTERESTS. 

In revard to distribution, it 1s. recog- 
nised that the failure of many similar 
projects in the past, including that at 
Drogheda, was laraely due to their 
inability to arrange for the distribution of 
their meat. This is said to be due to the 
fact that the centres of distribution in 
Great Pritain are aimost entirely con- 
trolled by foreign interests. For many 
years wel! over 80 per cent. of the stalls 
in Smithfield Market have been entirely 
under foreign control. This is evident to 
anyone who cares to visit the famous 
London meat market. It is not known to 
the géneral public, but is one of the things 
that faces the promoters of such a scheme 
as this immediately. i 

I am also informed that for many years 
past foreign interests have been buying 
up some of the Jeading. butchers’ estab- 
lishments that came on the market in 
England. These are carried on by the old 
yroprietors in the interests of the foreign 
Nas and British meat can only be sold, 
if at all, with their consent. 


A CHAIN OF SHOPS. 

To meet this difficulty the promoters of 
the Severn Abattoir intend to open a 
chain of shops for the disposal of their 
meat.

The Dail will meet to-morrow to elect 
a President of the Executive Council. 
Thure are three candidates for the Presi- 
dency of the Executive Couneil—Mr. de 
Valera, leader of the Fianna Fail Party - 
Mr. T. J. O'Connell, leader of the Labour 
Party, and Mr. William T. Cosgrave, who 
resigned from the position last Friday. 

The candidates, I understand, will be 
nominated in the order in which I have 
given their names, not because there is 
any Standing Order or rule governing the 
matter, but because, as an authority on 
procedure stated yesterday, “ common- 
sense dictates that the nominations and 
voting should take place in this order.’ 


THE NOMINATIONS. 

Mr. de Valera will be nominated by 
Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly, acting leader of the 
Fianna Fail Party, and by Mr. Lemass. 
Mr. O'Kelly, I am informed, will briefly 
state his party’s view why Mr. de Valera 
should be elected. A ‘debate will then 
take place on the nomination; and a 
division will follow, in which Mr. de 
Valera is certain to be defeated, as he 
will receive only the votes of his own 
party. 

The Labour Party leader will fare 
better. He will get the votes of his twelve 
colleagues, and, Í understand, the support 
of the entire Fianna Fail Party, but he 
also will be defeated.

When the motion that the Indian 
Tariff Bill be read a third time was 
Pandit Malaviya rose and entered a 
protest against the Government “s action, say- 
ing that an analysis of the voting showed 
ithe” country had really won. The 
Government had no right to impose this 
heavy burden when the people were suffer- 
ing heavily.

The 32nd ordinary general meeting of the 
shareholders of Lipton, Ltd., was held yes- 
terday at Winchester House, Old Broad 
street, London, E.C. 

Sir James Martin, J.P. (the Chairman), 
said that before dealing in detail with the 
accounts he wished to refér briefly to the 
general position of the company. The re- 
construction scheme submitted for the share- 
holders’ consideration at the meetings held 
in June last had been sanctioned by ths 
Court, and the re-organisation of the share 
capital -1in accordance with the scheme had 
been duly completed. In the circular issued 
-with regard to the scheme the directors 
stated that they were of opinion that, pro- 
vided the reconstruction was, carried out, the 
profits in the future, after making a reason- 
able provision for depreciation and con- 
tingencies, would be sufficient to pay the 
revised Preference dividends, and that, given 
normal trading conditions, there would be 
an increasing surplus available for distribu- 
tion on the Ordinary shares. They had no 
reason to modify the opinion then expressed. 

THE CORNER TURNED. x 

The directors were confident that the com- 
pany had definitely turned the corner, an 
that the business was being steadily de- 
veloped on sound lines. The accounts sub- 
mitted reflected the results of the drastic 
re-organisation which had taken place. during 
the last two years. This re-organisation 
had involved the closing of certain shops 
which were unprofitable, the bringing up-to- 
date of factories and warehouses, a general 
tightening-up of the whole administration, 
and—what had been most difficult of all— 
the regaining of public confidence. In this 
cennecti:» he was particularly pleased to be 
able to state that the results of the com- 
pany’s home trade showed that they had 
been in a large measure successful, and the 
stage had now’ been reached when they felt 
justified in acquiring new branches in dis- 
tricts where they were not at present repre- 
sented. During last year four such new 
branches were opened; two had already been 
opened this vear—all with satisfactory - 
sults—and premises had been secured for a 
further twelve, which would be opened for 
business as soon as the necessary fitting up 

i completed. 
oes FACTORIES MODERNISED. 

The modernisation of the factories Agus 
practically complete. New plant had. | 
installed, and as a result of -w' gen Je 
ments made the factories would | e — = 
their maximum eapacity, and the benehs 
arising therefrom should be reflected in 
future results. 

The balance sheet figures were 
the revised values placed on the assets as a 
result of the reconstruction scheme. he 
investments in and amounts due trom sub- 
sidiary companies showed an increase of 
£75,000, representing the value of properties 
acquired during the year through the 
medium of Lipton Properties, Ltd. The 
increase of £9 000 in debtors and the de- 
erease of £89,000 in stocks were largely 
accounted for by the fact that there had been 
established a central buying organisation 
called Allied Suppliers, Ltd. Cash amounted 
to £141,000, as against £75,000 last year, 
and on the other side of the balance sheet 
creditors amounted to £641,000, as against 
£597,000. i : 

The profit for the year, after charging all 
management expenses, depreciation, directors 
fees and interest on both classes of Deben- 
ture stock, amounted to £118,577, as com- 
pared with £1,556 for tho period to oth 
January, 1929. 

RESUMPTION OF DIVIDENDS. 

After providing for the dividends on the 
First and Second Preference shares, the 
balance reinaining, £75,377, was equivalent to 
just. over 33 per cent. on the Ordinary capital. 
Under the scheme of arrangement provision 
was made for the building up of a special 
reserve for equalising the dividends on the 
5 per cent. First Preference shares by setting 
aside a su:n equal to 20 per cent. of the 
amount distributed by way of dividend on 
the Ordinary shares in any year until the 
special reserve reached the sum of £50,000. 
The directors considered that in the interests 
of all concerned it was advisable to establish 
this fund as quickly as possible, so as to free 
future profits from this charge, and also to 
create general reserves. They, therefore, 
recommended that £25,000 be transferred to 
the special dividend reserve instead of the 
minimum amount provided under the articles, 
and that £20,000 be placed to general reserve. 
They further recommended a dividend of 
19 per cent. on the Ordinary shares, and 
£8.126 would remain to be carried forward. 

Allied Suppliers, Ltd., to which he had 
referred, was a company in which were 
interested the Home and Colonial Stores, 
Ltd., Lipton, Ltd., Maypole Dairy Co., 
Ltd., Meadow Dairy Co., Ltd., and Pearks 
Dairies, Ltd. Its main object was to create 
a central buying organisation to enable the 
companies to purchase jointly certain com- 
modities required in thew _ respective 
businesses. These arrangements, which were 
only given effect to towards the end of 1929, 
would result in economies in overhead and 
warehouse expenses and transport charges, 
besides giving them a more commanding 
position in the world’s markets. — 

The nature of the businesses carried on by 
the respective companies to which he had 
just referred was such that, as producers and 
importers, they had organisations which 
were complimentary, and which, therefore, 
could be of enormous assistance to each 
other. As distributors they were keenly com- 
petitive, each having its own characteristics 
and spegialities, which would be maintained. 
The directors hoped that as a result of the 
arrangements made they would be able to 
render even better service to the public than 
they had done hitherto. 

CUSTOMERS BENEFIT BY 

PRICES. 

During the past 12. months there had ‘een 
a marked tendency towards lower prices in 
some of the principal commodities In which 
the company dealt. The company welcomed 
lower prices because they increased the 
purchasing power of the public, and con- 
sequently extended the volume of their 
business, and it was their policy immediately 
to pass on to their customers the benefits 
resulting from any fall in world prices. 

In conclusion the Chairman said he would 
like to express the board’s appreciation of 
the services which had been rendered by the 
staff, both at home and abroad, and of the 
loyal manner in which they had supported 
the directors in their efforts to re-establish 
the fortunes of this great business. 
(Applause.) 

He then moved the adoption of the report 
and accounts, and the declaration of the 
dividends recommended. 

Mr. A. Purves seconded the motion, which 
was duly adopted. 

The election of Sir James Martin and 
Messrs. T. W. Davidson and A. Greig as 
directors was confirmed, and the retiring 
auditors were re-appointed. 

A. vote of thanks to the chairman, 
directors and staff concluded the proceedings.

FUTURE OF THE SHIP- 
BUILDING AND ARMAMENT 
INDUSTRIES.

The annual general meeting of Vickers, 
Limited, was held yesterday at the Hotel 
Victoria, Northumberland avenue, London, 
W.C,

G.C.B. (who presided), at the outset referred 
with regret to the death of Sir Vincent 
Caillard. | 


In moving the adoption of the report. and 
accounts, he said that one of the most grat; 
fying features of the operations of the past 
year had been the success achieved by the 
Vickers-Armstrongs Works at Barrow and 
Elswick. The works in the South, at Erith 
and Dartford, had also done well. The tota! 
net trading profits for the past year of these 
works now controlled by Vickers-Armstrongs, 
before making provision for the loss of Lie 
English Steel Corporation, amounted to 
approximately £750,000. a result not unsatis 
factory, having regard to the present condi 
tions of trade. 

The Chairman then referred briefly to the 
steps which had been taken by British ship- 
builders to-deal collectively with the problem 
of the elimination of redundant shipbuilding 
capacity. While the British shipbuildiny 
industry had been gradualy ‘improving its 
world output position, price levels had been 
kept unremuneratively low bye excess ship- 
building capacity, not only at home, but 
abroad. Under the scheme proposed the 
National - Shipbuilders Security, Ltd., of 
which practically all the leading shipbuilders 
were members, would purchase redundant 
yards, which would be dismantled. 

If, as anticipated, the result. was to place 
the shipbuilding :ndustry oa a sound economic 
basis, everyone connected with the industry— 
workmen and employers alike—would benefit, 
and Vickers-Armstrongs, as one of the largest 
shipbuilding concerns in the country, together 
with those in their employ, would share in 
any improvement which the new scheme 
might bring about. 

A vear ago he had referred to the d: 
advantage they suffered, compared with some 
of their foreign competitors, who could. giv 
long-credit terms for naval and other arma- 
ment work because of the assistance afforded 
by their Governments, whereas the British 
Government specifically excluded armaments 
trem the export credit scheme. No reduction 
of armaments was obtained by that attitude, 
but work was drverted from British work. 
shops. 

It was to be regretted that the home 
railway companies still manufactured the 
creater part of their carriages and wagons. 
That action hindered the progress of the ex 
port trade, as prices could be reduced given a 
larger volume of work. Considerable benefit 
had been obtained from the rationalisation of 
the German Railway Equipment. Company. 
They believed they had commercial ai) 
craft as good as any foreign types, and bh 
maintaining British standards they would 
obtain an nereasing amount of work in this 
very promising branch of aviation. 

Last year he had dealt at some length with 
the formation of the English Steel Corpora 
tion, Limited, which had been incorporated 
to consolidate the commercial steel interests 
of Vickers, Vickers-Armstrongs and Camme!| 
Laird and Co. The trading results for the 
first vear were disappointing, and the full 
henefits would not be apparent for two & 
three vears. 
With regard 


to the future of the Com- 
pany, if was important that shareholders 
should realise the position, and draw their 
own conclusions. Vickers Limited was now 
a holding company. The armament busines 
was in the hands of Vickers-Armstrongs. 
which Company Vickers were far the largest 
shareholders, and which in its turn was the 
largest shareholder in the English Steel Co: 
poration, mekers of heavv and light 
forgings, and other purely commercial steels. 
The interests are varied, but they were pre 
dominantly dependent upon armaments and 
shipbuilding. As regards the former, share 
holders knew the situation and the world 
tendency. As regards the latter, 50 per cent. 
of the berths in this country were vacant. 

For this vear they should make fair profit 
in the Barrow and Newcastle yards, but nex! 
year would probably be a difficult one. If 
that were so, they would have to fall back 
on the profits derived from the other 
dustries—carriage and wagon, aviation 
steel. The prospects for the first two were 
hopeful, but competition was severe. 

The commercial steel business required so 
much re-organisation and consolidation that, 
although it was of great importance to their 
armament business, they could not look fo 
immediate results, and a period of careful 
nursing had be gone through. He was 
not pessimistic as to the future, but he 
warned shareholders that a difficult period 
was ahead. Their great strength lay. in 
their financial position. That enabled them 
with comparative equanimity to pass throug! 
even a prolonged period of bad trade, and 
to be ready on the first sign of revival to 
make the most of the opportunities which 
might occur.

| THE BIVIDEND, 

Mr. Minnis pointed: out that during the 
past five years. it had. not’ been possible to 
pay any dividend on Preference or Ordinary 
shares, except on the 4 per cent.

Mr. Duffy—Have you any views as to 
whether agriculture has gained to any 
extent ?—I am afraid that I cannot give you 
any information on that. The company had 
got less traffic from agricultural produce, 
but this was due partly to the slump in 
potatoes and the restricted importation of 
sheep. Under these circumstances it was 
difficult to: say whether de-rating had meant 
a greater volume of traffic to the railways. 
There had. been an increase in the carriage’ 
of agricultural manures and coal, but he 
“could. not, ‘say if this was indicative. of an 
advantage to agriculture and industry. 

In answer to-a further guestion from Mr.

In answer to Mr. C .D, Watters (on: behalf 
of the National Union of Railwaymen),; Mr. 
Minnis said that, exclusive. of 825 shopmen, 
who did not come into the application, there 
were 670 employés on the system in. 1926,

- additional: "busmen: He agreed that in some 
respects a debit balance of £11,000 had been 
converted into a credit balance of £9,000 by 
the reduction.

The necessity of transportation 
Over water evolved the means in the shape -of 
the hollowed tree trunk, gradually improved 
-to fairly substantial vessels rigged with sails 
amd steered by paddles. It was presumed 
that as early as 6,000 B.C. the Egyptians 
hid «vessels’ plying actively on the~-Nile. 
They seemed to have been the first to con- 
struct vessels large enough to “deserve the 
name of ships.- : a 

Having glanced at the exploits of. the 
Phenicians, the Greeks and the Nomans,- Mr. 
O'Keeffe passed on to the developments 3n 
shipping in the period when the chief com- 
merce between Great, Britain and the. Con- 
tinent “was carried on in Roman vessels, the 
native British ships remaining for. centuries 
r primitive crafts of wicker: and ox hide.. The 
shipping: of Northern Europe was for several 
centuriés carried on in Scandinavian and 
German vessels. .-The -tramp ship was the 
pidneer in opéning- up trade routes; and the 
Pertugnese were eonspicuous in. that . ime. 
Spain was at that time also - a- powerful 
factor; and took advantage of the. sea dis-: 
evyeries of their neighbours, the Poxtuguese. 
An extensit@ trade: was carried on between: 
and -Iréland, and. Spanish . influence 
was very apparent to-day in the architecture 
of the town ‘of Galway. 


THE SPANISH ARMADA. 


The defeat of the Spanish Armada in 1588, 
although to a great extent caused by accident, 
proved to be the“real begiming of England's 
sea power and the fall of-the Spanish. The 
history of England's progress from that time 
‘onward. was the history of the ‘triumph of 
the ttamp:ships. The exploits of English 
‘privateers, not officially recognised: by English 
rulers, bat’ privately encouraged and finaneéd 
by them-in most cases, were familiar to all 
who had heard of Raleigh, Drake, Hawkins, 
Frobisher, etc. .

The discovery: of steam power: and the 
development: of Jatent coal.and iran resources 
of the countr¥ gave a tremendous impetus to 
British shipping. To-day,.in spite of the 
creat number of regular lines trading im all 
parts of the world,. the. tramp steamers were 
more numerous ‘than ever, and still acted as 
the pioneers in the: opening up. of trade 
routes. They were principally employed now 
in the carriage of the world’s surplus sea- 
sonal crops, for which regular lines are un- 
suitabe. 


THE FREE STATE.
